Eleawr Roosevelt has given her 
approval of the Franklin Delano | 
Roosevelt statue to be erected in 
Grosvenor Square, London, as a} 
tribute to our late president from 
the people of England. 

The sketch model of the proposed 


statue did not altogether please the 
English, who are accustomed to 


thinking of Roosevelt as seated ra- 
ther than standing, so it is not yet 
known if this model will be accept- 
ed or another submitted. But there 
is no question about the erection of 
a memorial. 

A souvenir book is given to each 
donator of five shillings, One copy 
of which has been forwarded to E. 
E. Quayle of Menlo Park. The book- 
let contains several pictures of the 
President (at various ages) with 
appreciative historical comments, 
also a photograph of Mrs. Roose- 
velt and copy of the last talk she 
gave before the Pilgrims of Great 
Britian. 

The suggestion to erect the sta- 
tue was submitted to the Pilgrims 
in a letter from the Earl of Derby, 
and heartily subscribed to by the 
Zroup, one of whose patrons is His 
Majesty the King.

Fears Will Not Defeat Cancer

The American Cancer Society makes a startling statement, and 


asks a thought-provoking question. 

The statement:—‘Every day 478 Americans die of Cancer! 
one rarely sees cancer listed as a cause Of death in newspaper obit- 
uaries.’ 

The question:—-“How can people of the United States be made to 
realize the seriousness of the cancer problem that confronts this 
nation when they seldom see cancey listed as a cause of death? How 
can the people of this country ever believe that Americans die of 
cancer?” 

One may have read a dozen newspaper accounts 0f Damon Run- 
yon’s recent death, and heard as many announcements of it on the 
radio, without learning that the columnist was killed by cancer. His 
death was variously accounted for: “A lingering and painful illness,” 
“A liver complaint,” “His health had long been poor,” “For a year 
a throat ailment had seriously interfered with his speech.’ One or 
two papers published his physician’s verdict. attributing the death 
to cancer. 

It is not alone the newspaper reporters who are reluctant to use 
that word—cancer. Ask anyone who had lost a dear friend what 
caused the death. If it be an automobile accident, pneumonia, or even 
measles or mumps, the reply will be immediate and emphatic, but if 
the cause is cancer the answer will come with hesitation and often 
in a whisper—as though this foe were one whose identity we instinct- 
ively wish to hide. 

Because the dread disease has baffled us so long we recoil from 
pronouncing its distasteful name aloud, and from saying it at all if 
it can be avoided. And in this reaction we reveal our relationship 
to past and present primitives—ignorant people who fear to speak 
the name of an “evil spirit” for fear of retaliations. And we laugh 
at their superstitious voodooism! 

Conditions are never improved the while they remain in darkness 
and ignorance. Our fear of cancer is a form of subservience 
to a malady that seems to out-smart us. The American 
Cancer Society has been working for years to get the public to take 
its head out of the sands of ignorance and face facts about cancer. 
How better can we help combat a disease that takes a yearly toll of 
174,470 Americans than by ceasing to consider it an “intelligent en- 
emy that will forever defeat us?” Let us put our might and our minds 
behind the scientists and the physicians who battle against cancer in 
the laboratory and the hospital, and who crusade for public education 
on the subject. ° 

“A CHANGED ATTITUDE” 

Typical of the change in public opinion that can result from an ed- 
ucational campaign is our altered reaction to deafness. 

Anyone over twenty can easily remember when deafness was con- 
sidered an infirmity to conceal if possible. We have been wearing 
glasses for poor eyesight, dentures for departing teeth, and crutches 
for lost limbs for many generations—and without apology. But be- 
cause we had no successful mechanism to aid defective hearing we 
have looked upon that ailment as one of which we should feel 
ashamed. Or so it seemed—an inconsistency founded entirely upon 
ignorance and superstition. 

With the advent of hearing aids, and their rapid improvement, this 
ridiculous idea of connecting embarassment with hearing difficulties 
has been dissipated entirely. One more superstition has faded before 
facts, and it is a great satisfaction to see our friends everywhere now 
enjoying the benefits of hearing aids. No doubt it is difficult to be- 
come accustomed to the use of such a device, just as it is to the use 
of bi-focals or to artificial limbs, but the adjustments made by the 
human form are nothing less than miraculous once the mind attacks 
the change with fearless frankness. 


Predictions 


It is not alone his home town that fails to honor the prophet—it 
is more often old Father Time that makes a monkey out of the fore- 
caster who is foolish enough to tie dates to his predictions. 

We are not especially inclined toward phophecy. Being too beful- 
dled by world confusions to know just where we stand, how can we 
guess where we are going in 1947? Naturally we see signs of lower 
commodity prices (some stores have even held pre-Christmas sales); 
we are assured of a bit more sugar (Stamp 53 will rate 5 pounds on 
January ist), and we expect continuing strikes (capital and labor are 
both unsatisfied). But these suggestions call for neither wisdom nor 
prevision. 

When it comes to making predictions about international agree- 
ments, fair-employment practices, racial equalities,, political majori- 
ties and other major movements, we see no final answers in this New 
Year's crystal ball. 

However the temptation to play the “seer” teases everyone, so we 
have thought up a way to make a prophecy that that cannot back- 
fire, at least while we are here to feel it. We do so by ignoring that 

most unpredictable element, Time, as we playfully predict that (soon 
or later) men will develop facilities (or perhaps even faculties) that 
will enable us to “tune-in” upon the thoughts of our fellows. And we 
emphatically predict that when this happens it is going to be the 
most exciting of all the discoveries that men on Earth have made. 

What’s more, we predict that after the first shock those who sur- 
vive this revelation may even live to like it—finding it a relief to dis- 
card our two-faced practices so cleverly acquired during the centuries. 
When will this happen? We have no hint, but we think it is a jolly 
good theme to think about. 

Still ignoring the element of Time we wish to make a serious pro- 
phecy, about the very world conditions we mentioned above—interna- 
tional understanding, racial equality, political honesty, and other ac- 
tions that lead to peace on earth. We predict these things are sure 
to come. Why? Because we all now know some men and women 
whose high integrity, enduring love, and loyalty are to us a promise 
that good will someday rule on earth. When? However long it may 
take for the little leaven to affect the lump. In the meantime we can 
each year repeat those wonderful words, ‘Ring out the false; ring in 
the true.” Happy New Year.
